Park lease for 
racquet ball to 
be considered 
LOMPOC RECORD 


Approval of an agreement to lease city 
land in Ryon Park for the construction of 
a racquet ball facility will be con­ 
sidered by Lompoc City Council when it 
meets in an adjourned session with the 
Parks and Recreation Commission 
Wednesday night at the Royal Coach. 
Also on the agenda are proposed revi­ 
sions to Chapter 19 of the Municipal Code 
relating to Parks and Recreation ac­ 
tivities, and the annual activity and 
project report of the Parks and 
Recreation Department. 
Dinner at 6:30 p.m. will precede the 
business session. 
The lease agreem ent has been 
negotiated by the city staff with William 
F. Burke, Dennis Kuttler and Richard 
Beguelin of Ventura for the construction 
of a seven-court racquet ball facility in 
the southeastern portion of Ryon Park. 
The facility will have approximately 
8,200 square feet of space on 10,000 
square feet of park land. The lease is for 
a period of 50 years. 
After the first two years, during which 
the city will receive a token dollar per 


year, the base rent will be $2,400 per 
year, to be adjusted after seven years 
and every five years afterward. Total 
rent will include the base amount plus 
two per cent per year of gross receipts 
for court rental operation in excess of 
the base $2,400. 
In addition to the rent amounts, BK B 
will be responsible for the payment of all 
utilities and charges for their connec­ 
tion, construction permits, and all taxes 
on the building after it is constructed. 
The agreement calls for the retaining 
of existing trees with the city maintain­ 
ing all exterior landscaping. The city 
also will modify and maintain the ex­ 
isting parking lot. 
The agreement also provides that if 
parking is insufficient in the existing lot, 
BK B will build , at its own expense, an 
additional 16 spaces to the north of the 
building. 
The Community Development Depart­ 
ment has found that there would be no 
major impact on the environment, ac­ 
cording to Bob Livingston, assistant to 
the city administrator.

Lands commission to 
act on oil drilling 


The State Lands Commission will con­ 
sider approval of Standard Oil Com­ 
pany's request for resumption of oil drill­ 
ing in the Santa Barbara Channel when it 
meets Thursday at 10 a.m. at the State 
Capitol, Room 2117. 
A decision on the request to complete 
reservoir development from four ex­ 
isting platforms in the Carpinteria and 
Summerland fields was put over last 
month. Action was deferred when 
representatives of Ventura County 
legislators and the county asked for 
more time to comment on the project’s 
environmental impact report. 
Drilling in the field was suspended in 
1969 after the Santa Barbara Channel 
blowout in Federal waters. The commis­ 
sion later established a policy of approv- 


ing requests on a well-by-well basis. This 
drilling proposal was later approved by 
the previous Commission on the basis of 
a negative declaration. The present 
Commission rescinded that action and 
stated that new drilling would be ap­ 
proved only after adoption of adequate 
blow out and s p ill contain m en t 
procedures and on the basis of a full en­ 
vironmental assessment. 
An environmental impact report was 
prepared, circulated, and a public hear­ 
ing held. Comments at that hearing were 
answered and a final report prepared for 
Commission approval. The Commission 
will be asked to certify that the require­ 
ments of the California Environmental 
Quality Act have been met and to ap­ 
prove resumption of drilling. 
Carter, 48; Ford 44 in 
outburst of weekend polls 
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United Press International 
Jim m v Carter holds a 7-point lead in 
Texas and Gerald Ford has a similar 
margin in Virginia while nationwide it’s 
Carter 48 per cent to Ford 44 per cent, 
according to a weekend outburst of news 
publication polls. 
Time magazine polled 608 voters 
across the country right after the third 
presidential debate and found Carter 4 
percentage points ahead of Ford with 48 
per cent to 44 per cent for the President 
and 8 per cent undecided 
Tim e’s Oct. 16-19 survey of 1,578 
registered voters, including the 608 re- 
surveyed, had given Carter 45 per cent to 
42 per cent for Ford, with 13 per cent un­ 
decided. 
In Texas, where Ford campaigners 
have professed to perceive a swing from 
the Democrats, the Corpus Christi 
Caller-Times said Sunday a statewide 
poll conducted in mid-October showed 
Carter favored by 47 per cent of voters 
and Ford by 40 per cent. 
Additional questions to the 600 respon­ 
dents indicated there would have been a 
5 per cent gain for Ford had former 
Texas Gov. John Connally been on the 
ticket. 
Statewide newspaper polls varied 
widely. 


The New York Daily News straw poll, 
accurate in every presidential election 
since 1932. put Carter well ahead of Ford 
in the Empire State, by 53 to 44 per cent 
with 3 per cent for independent Eugene 
McCarthy. 


But in Virginia, the Richmond Times- 
Dispatch poll showed Ford leading 


Carter by 42 to 35 per cent, compared to 
a survey last month which showed Ford 
ahead 36 to 32 per cent. Carter’s state 
campaign complained the poll was not 
scientific and involved only persons from 
socio-economic backgrounds that 
traditionally favor Republican can­ 
didates. 
Two Illinois polls were contradictory. 
The Chicago Sun-Times straw poll 
showed Carter ahead by 51.1 per cent to 
47 5 per cent for Ford and 1.4 per cent for 
McCarthy. But the Chicago Tribune, in a 
telephone poll, showed Ford ahead by 45 
to 44 per cent. 
A Detroit News poll showed Carter 
standing still at 42 per cent between the 
first and third weeks of October, while 
native son Ford fell from 47 to 45 per 
cent, with the rest switching to the un­ 
decided column. 
The Raleigh News & Observer poll 
showed a near tie in North Carolina, with 
Carter leading Ford 41 2 per cent to 40 5 
per cent 
A poll by the Bangor (Maine) Daily 
News showed Ford leading 36 3 to 34.4 
per cent for Carter. That poll, a 
nonscientific random sample of voters, 
showed Carter leading 37 1 to 34 1 the 
week before 
Among registered voters in Missouri. 
Carter holds a 2.1 per cent advantage 
over Ford, according to a poll taken for 
the Kansas City Star. 
The statewide poll, conducted by 
Research Information Center, Inc., of 
Phoenix, showed Carter was supported 
by 44 4 per cent while Ford received 42 3 
per cent About 1 per cent favored Mc­ 
Carthy.

First offense drunken 
driver arrest plan told 


A new alcohol education program for 
first offense drunken drivers was an­ 
nounced today by Dep. Dist. Atty. Tom 
Haney, as a mandatory condition of the 
sentence on conviction — a condition the 
driver must meet or go to jail. 
Haney said the program was jointly 
organized with Municipal Judge Terrill 
F Cox to fill a need that has been un­ 
filled up until now Haney said 40 per 
cent of first time offenders go on to pick 
up a second drunken driving conviction. 
“ It’s obvious that many first offenders 
have a drinking problem and don’t know 
it,” Haney said. “ If we can get them 
before they commit the second offense 
we may be able to straighten them out 
before they get any worse.” 
The program has been used in south 
county judicial districts under the 
designation, DUIL. an acronym for Driv­ 
ing Under the Influence of Liquor

“ They haven’t found the missile,” a 
Navy spokesman said Sunday night. 
Five vessels, including the nuclear- 
powered research 
submarine NR1, 
circled the spot in the Atlantic about 100 
miles north of Scotland’s Orkney Islands 
where the Tomcat plunged from the deck 
of the aircraft carrier USS John F Ken­ 
nedy during a NATO exercise Sept 6

Bob Paisola. the school’s principal, 
said the burglar entered the administra­ 
tion building, photo rooms and the gym­ 
nasium, probably with a master key lost 
a month ago by a custodian. 
Paisola said the district might have to 
change all of the school’s locks to protect 
against a reoccurrence of burglary as 
long as the master key is unaccounted 
for “ That ugly monster is staring us 
right in the face,” he said referring to 
the great cost involved Paisola said the 
school had several hundred locks that 
would have to be changed to protect 
valuables. 
Dist. Supt. Clarence Bloom was

Paisola said the loss included a 
number of 35 mm cameras, some expen­ 
sive lenses and other equipment, but that 
some valuable cameras were left 
behind The loss included about $1,500 in 
office equipment from the administra­ 
tion building, he said There was also an 
undetermined amount of vandalism in 
the photo department, including the 
smashing of an overhead projector, 
damage to cabinets and the destruction 
of wall displays of student photo work, 
Paisola added. An inventory was being 
taken to assess the total loss 


In a separate and apparently uncon­ 
nected act of vandalism, police said 
burglars broke into the snack shop of 
Lompoc Junior High School over the 
weekend, apparently looking for money 
and food.

Whites must control army, 
police, Smith declares 


G EN EV A . Switzerland (U P I) - 
Rhodesian Prem ier Ian Smith said 
categorically today that whites must 
control the army and police in an interim 
government leading to black majority 
rule 
Smith told a news conference three 
days before the opening of the Rhodesia 
Conference that he is not prepared to 
negotiate on this point. 
“ Clearly that is not part of the room 
for negotiation,” he said. 
Black Rhodesian nationalists at­ 
tending the conference said exactly the 
opposite — that continued white control 
of the two ministries is “ absolutely” un­ 
acceptable. 
Smith said that if the conference 
arrives at an impasse it may be a good 
thing if Secretary of State Henry A. Kis­ 
singer came to Geneva He said that this 
would have to be a decision of the British 
conference chairman. Ivor Richard. 
Smith reiterated earlier statements 
that he came to Geneva on the basis of 
the six-point peace package put forward 
by Kissinger in September. 
The African nationalist leaders, claim ­ 


ing they were not consulted, have said 
they “ completely reject that package.’ 
setting up an apparent impasse with 
white leaders three days before the for­ 
mal start of peace talks 
They are 
demanding majority rule within a few 
months rather than the two-year period 
in the Kissinger proposal. 


“ I am not suggesting that there are 
terms that can’t be discussed.” Smith 
said “ But we must negotiate within the 
fra m e w o rk 
of 
the 
K is s in g e r 
agreement ” 


The two outstanding points of the Kis­ 
singer package, he said, are that the 
head of a biracial Council of State 
charged with drafting a new constitution 
be a white and that whites keep the 
defense and law and order ministries. 
It is the duty of the Geneva Conference 
to set up the Council of State, which in 
turn has to appoint a black first minister 
of a Council of Ministers, Smith said 
If the Conference collapses, he said, 
“ it would be quite wrong, even evil,” for 
the free world to continue sanctions 
against Rhodesia ’’ 


United Press International 
President Ford and Robert Dole, cam­ 
paigning at opposite corners of the 
country, took swings at Jim m y Carter 
today — Ford warning against “ inex­ 
perienced hands” at the economic con­ 
trols and Dole charging the Democrats 
don’t believe in a strong America. 
Ford, in a morning radio talk broad­ 
cast while he was in San Diego, Calif., 
said his record was one of “ four million 
jobs in 17 months and inflation cut in 
half. Things are getting better.” He also 
said, “ America will lose the battle 
(against inflation) if spending goes up 
too fast or inexperienced hands take over 
our economic policy.” 
Dole, in Presque Isle, Maine, near the 
Canadian border, said in a Veterans Day 
speech, it is “ downright frightening’’ to 
have Walter Mondale as the Democratic 
vice presidential nominee because of his 
views on defense policy. 
“ I say I would rather spend a million 
dollars, or a billion dollars, to preserve 
peace than to expend a single human life 
in pursuit of war,” Dole said. 
He said the Democrats, “ the party 
that also gave us George McGovern,” 
used to believe in a strong America, “ but 
no longer.” 
“ Veterans in particular should shud­ 
der at the thought of a man like Walter 
Mondale a heartbeat away from the 
most powerful job in the free world,” 
said Dole, who lost the use of his right 
arm from World War II wounds. 
‘‘For w hile Governor Carter's 
irresponsible proposals to slash defense 
spending by $15 billion, the prospect of 
Senator Mondale sitting near the seat of 
power offering advice and counsel on 
defense policy, is more than just bad. It’s 
downright frightening.” 


Mondale s campaign in steelmaking 
areas of Pennsylvania was stymied by 
bad weather this morning, but he plan­ 
ned to campaign later in New Jersey. 
Carter stayed at home in Plains, Ga., for 
a second straught day. 
Ford stumped Southern California Sun­ 
day and aired a television show with 
sports figure Joe Garagiola. 


Aides dubbed the 10-station, statewide 
television program the “ Jerry and Joe 
show” Sunday night Garagiola will stay 
with the campaign to air similar shows 
in Illinois, Ohio. Pennsylvania and New 
York and possibly one more state this 
week 
Ford spends today in the northwest 
states of Oregon and Washington before 
flying eastward Tuesday. 
Carter, who broke his self-imposed 
rule and chatted about religion and the 
Bible with reporters in Plains. Ga.. Bap­ 
tist Church doorway early Sunday, also 
spent time with the television camerman 
during the aternoon. 
Aides said he taped “ fireside chat” 
programs which will be shown at dif­ 
ferent times on all three networks on 
election eve next Monday night. 
The Democratic candidate answered 
questions about his religious philosophy 
and said he did not know why his Bible 
class is for men only or why his church is 
all white He said he assumed that if a 
black applied for membership, he would 
be admitted 
Carter said he had no way of knowing 
if some of the biblical stories — like that 
of the serpent in the Garden of Eden —- 
were literally true, but that much of the 
Bible is written in allegories 
For instance, he said, he does not 
believe the biblical view that the earth 
has “ four comers,” and doubts the earth 
was created in seven days — it was more 
likely to have been seven stages, or 
seven time periods 
Carter is taking today off as well, and 
embarks on his final campaign swing 
Tuesday morning. 
Ford attended a Catholic service in a 
mission church, then spent the afternoon 
telling enthusiastic crowds in Orange 
County that California is a “ must win” 
state in his drive for the presidency 


Pound at historic low, 
dragging dollar along

BRUSSELS, Belgium (U PI) - The 
British pound dropped to an historic low 
on European money markets today, 
dragging the U.S. dollar down with it 
Dealers all over Europe attributed the 
dramatic plunge to a report in the 
London Sunday Times that the U S 
Treasury and the International Monetary 
Fund had agreed that one of the condi­ 
tions for a $3 9 billion IM F loan to Bri­ 
tain was a drift in the pound’s exchange 
rate to about $1 50 by year’s end 
The Treasury Department and the 
IM F denied the report, but operators all 
over Europe reacted with suspicion and 
drove the pound down 


In London, it opened at $1.6065, more 
than 4 cents under Friday’s close of 
$1 6485 Within an hour the loss grew to 
more than 7 5 cents when the pound was 
traded at $1 5730 before starting on a 
slow and painful recovery — but still 
remaining under $1 60 


Sterling also opened at all-time lows in 
Zurich and Frankfurt, plummeting from 
4.0345 to 3 95 Swiss francs and from 
3 9950 to 3 9035 marks 


Its trade-weighted devaluation since 
the realignment of Western currencies in 
December, 1971 widened from 45 3 per 
cent to close to 48 per cent

HONG KONG (U P I) 
The 
Chinese Communist party 
newspaper said in a major 
policy editorial Sunday it was 
necessary to “ eradicate” the 
“ poisonous influence” of 
purged party radicals led by 
Chiang Ching, the widow of 
former party Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung. 
But the editorial in the 
People’s Daily indicated that no 
widespread purge or bloodbath 
should be expected. It said it 
was necessary to “ narrow the 
target of attack” and concen­ 


trate on re-education rather 
than violent suppression of 
radical followers of Madame 
Mao and her three cohorts. 
The editorial, jointly pub­ 
lished by the People’s Daily, 
the armed forces newspaper 
and the party’s theoretical jour­ 
nal, also charted a pragmatic 
course for national develop­ 
ment along the lines laid down 
by the late Premier Chou En- 
lai. 
The editorial was published in 
connection with a million- 
strong mass rally in Peking 


Sunday during which Hua Kuo- 
feng made his first public 
appearance as new party 
chairman. It was transmitted in 
full today by Peking Radio and 
the New China News Agency. 
Justifying the action taken 
against Madame Mao and three 
other radical members of the 
party’s powerful politburo — 
Wang Hung-wen, Chang Chun- 
chao and Yao Wen-yuan — the 
editorial said Mao himself had 
warned them many times not to 
form a clique and conspire.

But Robert Mugabe, the first 
black leader to arrive for the 
talks opening Oct. 28. said Sun­

A spokesman for the Fisher­ 
ies Department declined com­ 
ment on whether or not the 
wounded fisherman, William 
Carlson, had been shot by a 
department officer. 
Carlson, who was on board 
the gillnetter Alaskan Revenge 
when he was shot, was taken by 
helicopter to H arborview 


Center in Seattle, where he was 
in surgery early today. The 
windshield of the boat had 
several gunshot holes. 
A State fisheries vessel and 
the Alaskan Revenge were es­ 
corted to Seattle by the Coast 
Guard Cutter Point Doran. A 
woman debarking from the 
gillnetter told a reporter: 
“ The only thing I can say is 
now is the time for the people to 
support their fishermen.” 
Sam Wright, in charge of 
management for the depart­ 
ment, said there had been 
widespread illegal fishing in the 
area for the past two to three 
weeks and there had been 
several incidents.

CAIRO (U P I) - Over Iraqi 
opposition, Arab heads of state 
today endorsed a peace plan 
calling for deployment in 
Lebanon of a 30,000-man joint 
Arab peace-keeping force with 
deterrent powers. 
The action approved a plan 
drawn up at a restricted Arab 
summit gathering held last 
week in Riyadh, capital of 
Saudi Arabia. It was announced 
three hours after the full 20- 
nation summit meeting con­ 
vened in Cairo. 
A conference statement said . 
“ With the exception of Iraq, the 
summit approved all resolu­ 
tions passed by the Riyadh sum­ 
mit meeting.” 
It did not say why Iraq 
objected. 
But conference

withdrawal of Syrian troops 
from Lebanon. 
The Riyadh package — 
worked out by the leaders of 
Syria, Lebanon, the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, Saudi 
Arabia, Egypt and Kuwait 
called for a cease-fire and the 
deploym ent of an A rab 
peace-keeping force. 
The cease-fire went into ef­ 
fect last Thursday and has been 
largely holding except in the 
south where right-wing Chris­ 
tians, reportedly aided by 
Israel, and Palestinian-leftist 
forces continued to fight.

Money raised by the daily 
charge would pay for shuttle 
buses to transport people from 
the outskirts of the city, where 
parking lots would be built It 
would take at least a year for 
the program to begin. 
The federal agency ap­ 
proached Berkeley officials 
with the proposal after efforts 


to convince several other cities 
met with little success 
The proposal includes two 
possible methods of raising 
revenues — the $1 to $2 daily 
charge for driving on all city 
streets and a similar charge for 
driving on Tunnel Road, the 
main corridor into Berkeley 
from suburban areas. 


The city streets levy would 
raise about 32.6 million annual­ 
ly while the Tunnel Road 
charge would generate about 
$200.000 yearly.

As his family left Turkey after a week 
with their American Field Service 
foreign exchange student of two years 
ago, Karl Braun thought:

country 
That seems to me, is the basis 
for true international understanding." 
Braun, his wife Mary and their 
children. Diane, Kathy, Steve and Paul 
traveled to Europe this summer, then to 
Turkey. They boarded a train, the in­ 
famous Orient Express, in Munich for 
the two day trip to Istanbul. The route is 
through the communist countries of 
Yugoslavia and Bulgaria.

averaging very close to the

TV and V equal to or better than 
average 
The crop total is very close to 
the September estimates and 
should, the association said, 
provide adequate supplies of 
walnuts to meet all market de­ 
mands. although first quality 
inshell is going to be tight as a 
result of quality problems. 


Earlier this month the as­ 
sociation reported the state’s 
walnut crop was large and of 
poor quality due primarily to 
mold because of rains occurr­ 
ing during the harvest season

Bert Jones is 
NFL's new hero

NEW YORK (UPI) - Many among the 
49,768 at Shea Stadium watching the Bal­ 
timore Colts run over the New York Jets 
left shortly after the fourth quarter 
began. 
The rain had started falling again and 
they had found out all they wanted to 
know, anyway. 
The Jets certainly weren’t going to win 
this one. 
Not with Bert Jones at the controls for 
the Colts. He was too much for them. 
Maybe too much for anybody else as 
well. 
“He’s the best in business right now,” 
said Joe Namath, sitting in front of his 
locker after Jones had picked the Jets’ 
pass defense like some master locksmith 
in pacing the Colts to a 20-0 victory Sun­ 
day. "If you asked me to pick the No. 1 
quarterback in the league, he’s the one 
I’d pick Who else? He throws well, has 
complete confidence, knows what he’s 
doing and he’s a helluva guy.” 
P rofessional footb all’s prem ier 
quarterback himself not that long ago, 
Joe Namath was making it pretty clear 
he felt Baltimore’s Bert Jones had taken 
over that distinction now. 
There were no great dramatics in the 
way the Jets’ quarterback said what he 
did. He wasn’t some knight of old 
handing over his sword. Nor was there 
any great sense of the King is Dead 
Long, Long Live the King. 
Flattened by a tackier and forced to 
leave the game in the fourth quarter, 
Namath was only saying what he honest­ 
ly felt about Bert Jones, the Colts’ big, 
gifted 25-year-old quarterback, who had 
just finished completing 16 of 27 passes 
for 297 yards. One of those was a 79-yard 
bomb to wide receiver Roger Carr that 
stayed in the air nearly half the day and 
gave the winners the last of their two 
touchdowns in the final quarter. 
“I looked up on that pass by Bert and 
the ball seemed like it was in the air 
forever,’’ said David Taylor, the Colts’ 
offensive tackle. “It looked like it would 
never come down. What an arm'.” 
All the Colts talk the same way about 
Jones. 
“Hey. this guy can unload one 70 yards

anytime he likes and hit a dime,’’ offered 
Carr, who scored both Baltimore 
touchdowns, the first one coming on a 41- 
yard toss from Jones in the first quarter. 
Beyond question, Bert Jones has the 
strongest arm in the National Football 
League today. He gets a lot on his throws 
and puts them right there, the same way 
Johnny Bench does. Even Namath at his 
height never threw with the combined 
velocity and accuracy of Jones. The only 
quarterback I can ever remember seeing 
who did was the late Paul Christman and 
he wasn’t as consistent as Jones. 
Until one of his second quarter passes 
intended for Glenn Doughty was picked 
off by Jets’ linebacker Bob Martin, Jones 
had thrown 113 straight without an in­ 
terception. As it was, that was his only 
interception in Sunday’s contest, which 
represented the Colts’ sixth win in seven 
starts. 
Jones, son of Dub Jones, who used to 
play for the Cleveland Browns and still 
holds the NFL record for six touchdowns 
in one day, had the lowest pass intercep­ 
tion percentage in the league last year, 
his third with the Colts, who made him 
their first draft choice in 1973. Jones has 
matured considerably since coming up 
and, coincidentally or not, so have the 
Colts. 
“The guys love him.” said tight end 
Ray Chester. “He’s a team player in 
every sense of the word. If somebody 
Aimbles, he’ll run 20-30 yards down the 
field and you can bet your bottom dollar, 
he’ll be somewhere in the middle of the 
pile tugging for the ball.” 
After their victory over the Jets, the 
Colts handed out two game bells. One 
went to speedy Roger Carr, who travels 
quicker than bad news and whom his 
teammates call “the fastest white man 
in the world," and the other was given to 
team trainer Ed Block because, well, the 
Colts didn’t feel there had been any other 
real standout among them. 
Get that! Jones hits 16 for 27 good for 
297 yards and two touchowns. at least 
two of his mcompleted passes hit the in­ 
tended receiver right square on the 
hands, and everybody still feels that’s 
only an ordinary day for him. Bert Jones 
agreed 
“It was nothing special,” he said. “We 
put some points on the board but had a 
chance to put on a lot more. We won it, 
though, and that’s the main thing ” 
The Colts are hard to recognize from 
the Colts of two months ago. With Jones 
leading them, they look like they’re 
headed straight for the Super Bowl, 
although it wasn’t that long ago that 
team owner Bob Irsay was firing Ted 
Marchibroda, an excellent coach, and 
the Baltimore players were going around 
saying Irsay was off in left field 
somewhere and didn’t know what he was 
doing. Jones was one of the most out­ 
spoken in that regard. He said it wasn’t 
Irsay talking, it was the whiskey talking, 
referring to the owner’s criticism of the 
coach. 
All that seems to be forgotten now.

Conqs squash Saints 
One for the books: 48-0

What would happen if one football 
team did everything just right for an en­ 
tire game, and their opponents did 
everything wrong? 
That question was answered Friday 
night at Huyck Stadium. The answer is: 
Cabrillo 48, Santa Maria 0. 
If you’ve been out of the area for about 
three weeks, you’ll just have to take our 
word for it — one of the worst teams in 
the CIF 3-A (Cabrillo) and one of the best 
(Santa Maria) have changed places since 
you left. 
Three weeks ago the Conqs lost a foot­ 
ball game, pride, poise, hope and 10 foot­ 
ball players. On a scale of 1 to 10, 
Cabrillo’s hopes at that point registered 
minus 23. 
At that same time, the Santa Maria 
Saints were beating everybody and get­ 
ting ready to tear apart the Northern 
League, and maybe the CIF. 
During the last two weeks, the Saints, 
who have lost eight starters since the 
first game, began to slip, and the Conqs 
began to claw back and start playing 
football. But still, nobody was expecting 
what happened Friday night. 
“Did you ever, in your wildest dreams, 
think anything like that would happen?” 
said Conq coach Ed Knowles, after going 
over the game films to make sure it real­ 
ly did happen. 
That's what the Cabrillo and Santa 
Maria fans, the few who showed up for 
the game, were saying as they filed out 
of the stadium wearing glassy-eyed looks 
of amazement. 
The game will not soon be forgotten. It 
was a great moment for the Conqs. And 
for the Saints, it may have been the low 
point in their long and glorious football 
history. 
As Cabrillo discovered a few games 
ago, it’s tough to lose by a million points 
and still keep your cool. The Conqs lost 
theirs against San Marcos, and the Saints 
certainly lost theirs against the Conqs. 
Santa Maria was whistled for 13 major 
penalties. Six of those, including four 
personal fouls, came in the final IVt 
minutes of the game. 
To put it nicely, there were bad vibes 
on the field. 


Cabrillo s Kenny Clayton signaled for 
a fair catch on a punt late in the fourth 
quarter and was smashed by a Saint as 
the ball came down. Clayton, who has 
already been KO’d once this season, 
went down for a mandatory eight-count 
then wobbled off the field. 
There was no love lost between the two 
teams. 
Things got so bad that the officials 
called up to the press box a couple of 
minutes before the end of the game to 
make sure that police would clear a path 
to the locker room so that the refs would 
be able to quickly exit the tense scene. 


The Cabrillo players were instructed 
by their coaches to forget the post-game 
handshakes and sprint to the team bus 
when the final gun sounded. The Conq 
coaches probably figured the Saints just 
weren’t in a hand-shaking mood, and 
they were probably right. 


Larry Bottom, the new Santa Maria 
head coach, told Knowles after the game 
that the shoe would be on the other foot 
some day. In other words, Bottom didn’t 
appreciate the Conqs running up the 
score. He said he didn’t appreciate the 
fact that the Conqs passed when they had

Battle-hardened Braves 
too tough for San Luis

It has long been the theory at Lompoc 
High to battle tough 4-A schools in 
preleague games so the Braves wouldn’t 
be caught with their pants down when 
they came to face their Northern League 
opponents. 
Lompoc coach Mike Warren feels it 
was this strategy that paid off for the 
Braves and was the downfall of San Luis 
when Lompoc destroyed the Tigers 26-12 
at Frank Holt Field in San Luis Friday 
night for the Braves’ fifth straight win 
Both teams entered the game with 
identical 4-1 records but that’s where the 
comparison stops While the Tigers were 
rolling over dinky schools like Morro 
Bay (48-0), a low-scoring Lompoc team 
was scrapping together baseball-score 
wins over 4-A teams. 
“You don’t prepare for the Northern 
League by playing 1-A schools,” said 
Warren, mincing no words. “I don’t 
think you can get ready to play by play­ 
ing Bishop Diego (SLO won 18-14) or 
Morro Bay and then expect to beat a 
team like us.” 
The Braves scored over twice as many 
points Friday as they had been averag­ 
ing, and this was due in part to Calvin 
Boler. 
For the last few weeks Boler had been 
sitting on the bench through nearly half 
of the offensive plays for the Braves, 
sharing time with junior Pat Fridrich at 
tailback But this week, with Fridrich 
sidelined with illness, it was shades of 
the same Boler who was second in league 
rushing last year, and he ran for 221 
yards and three touchdowns. 
Swerving, dodging, and high-stepping, 
at a stunning 10-yards-a-run clip, Boler 
had gains of 34, 32, and 25 yards against a 
defense that Warren admits, just wasn’t 


prepared to handle the Braves’ option 
“ I know they couldn’t have been 
prepared for our option,” said Warren. 
“The way they lined up on defense it 
would have been impossible to stop us I 
could have run the ball out there the way 
they defensed us.” 
Quarterback Steve McMillan com­ 
pleted four out of five passes. 80 per 
cent, while tossing one touchdown. 
“He ran the option very well.” said 
Warren “He threw the ball to spots. He 
was right on the money every time His 
one incomplete pass probably should 
have been caught.” 
After exchanging punts in the first 
quarter, the Braves finally got on the 
scoreboard on Boler's 34-yard romp 
around the left end Last week’s hero, 
Ronnie Garcia, kicked the extra point 
and the Braves took a shaky 7-0 lead into 
the locker room at halftime 
In the second quarter Lompoc’s most 
time-consuming drive (17 plays) was 
halted when they failed to score on the 
first-and-goal situation from the seven 
yard line. 
San Luis struck on their first drive of 
the second half, when Larry Wampler 
connected with Donell Cooper for a 28- 
yard touchdown pass The Tigers opted 
to try for the two-point conversion, but 
Wampler’s pass to Randy Salas was in­ 
complete and the Braves retained their 
slim lead. 
Lompoc came right back with a 60- 
yard drive which was climaxed by a 
McMillan-to-Jerry Davis six-yard pass in 
the end zone 
The rest of the Lompoc scoring was all 
Boler, as the tailback ran for touchdowns 
of 19 and 32 yards in the fourth quarter 
Late in the game, Salas ran back a 
Rick Aguilar punt 80 yards for a 


touchdown to wrap up the scoring 
The Lompoc defense stopped the 
Tigers cold, allowing them only four 
yards rushing and five first downs The 
Braves picked up 302 yards on the ground 
while racking up 16 first downs. 
“ I’m surprised they didn’t pass 
more.’’ said Warren “I’m surprised that 
they didn t try to throw deep.” 
According to a San Luis newspaper, in 
going over previous Lompoc game films 
the San Luis players had agreed that the 
Braves weren’t the best team they’d 
seen 
“I’d like to see who they thought was 
better than us,” said Warren sarcastical­ 
ly

Green said McLlendon “played real 
good golf, especially the first nine holes 
He won, and no one gave it to him. I had 
chances to do better, but I didn’t.” 
McLendon had stretched his two- 
stroke lead over Green into five with 
four birdies on the front nine, but then 
struggled through three bogeys on the 
back nine as his edge at one point 
dwindled to a single stroke

Haden replaced starting quarterback 
Ron Jaworski in the fourth quarter with 
the score tied 10-10 and the momentum 
with the Saints. His first pass completion 
was good for 40 yards and a touchdown to 
Harold Jackson. 
His second completion, thrown to Ron 
Jessie on third down and 24 on the Ram 
eight, was good for 37 yards and a first 
down. Had it been incomplete, the Rams 
would have been forced to punt and the 
fired-up Saints would have had good field 
position in the closing minutes of the 
game. 
“ We weren’t doing anything offensively 
and I just decided to make a change,” said 
Ram coach Chuck Knox. “ Some of the 
things that happend to Ron were not his 
fault. 


“ Our offense had just sputtered. We 
needed a big play and Haden and Jackson 
pulled it off.” 


The Rams won the game on that big play 
and a New Orleans bobble. 


Their first touchdown came in the se­ 
cond quarter three plays after Merlin 
Olsen recovered a fumble by running back 
Chuck Muncie at the New Orleans 15. 
Lawrence McCutcheon, who was the 
game's leading rusher with 74 yards in 24 
carries, scored on a one-yard burst. 
Earlier in the second quarter, former 
Saint Tom Dempsey kicked a 49-yard field 
goal. 


Los Angeles was slow most of the after­ 
noon offensively and trailed New Orleans 
in total offense 328 yards to 175. In three 
quarters, Jaworski completed only 3 of 11 
passes for 15 yards and was sacked three 
times for losses of 29 yards. He was in­ 


tercepted twice. 


Bengals 27, Oilers 7 
The Bengals took over the lead in the 
AFC Central Division over Houston, as 
Coy Bacon sacked Oiler quarterback Dan 
Pastorini three times. Bacon also finished 
off the Oilers by forcing a fumble and 
picking it up, and finally lateraling to 
Melvin Morgan for an 80-yard touchdown.

half for a 20-0 lead. 


Patriots 26, Bills 22 
Steve Grogan passed nine yards to Russ 
Francis for one touchdown and ran 10 
yards for another to lead the Patriots to 
their fifth victory in seven games. The 
Bills not only lost the game, but quarter­ 
back Joe Ferguson as well. Ferguson suf­ 
fered a serious back injury, which will 
sideline him for the rest of the year. O.J. 
Simpson had his first 100-yard game of the 
season for the Bills as he ran for 110 yards 
and two touchdowns. Simpson moved past 
Jim Taylor into second place on the N F L ’s 
all-time rushing list with 8,609 yards. 


Cowboys 31, Bears 21 
Danny White, subbing for injured Roger 
Staubach, threw a pair of touchdown pas­ 
ses to Preston Pearson to enable the Cow­ 
boys to withstand a late Bears’ rally. 
Staubach left the game early in the second 
half with a broken bone in the little finger 
of his throwing hand. Walter Payton, the 
N F L ’s leading rusher, scored one 
touchdown for the Bears, but was 
sidelined in the second half with a slightly 
sprained ankle. 


Dolphins 23, Buccaneers 20 
Garo Yepremian kicked a 29yard field 
goal, his third of the game, with 55 seconds 
left in the game to end the Dolphin’s three- 


game losing streak. Benny Malone and 
Don Nottingham scored the two Miami 
touchdowns on short runs, while wide 
receiver Morris Owens scored all three 
Bucs’ touchdowns. 


Broncos 35, Chiefs 26 
Rick Upchurch returned a punt 55 yards 
for one touchdown and set up another with 
a 64-yard kick return to pace the Broncos’ 
victory. Upchurch’s scoring punt return 
was his fourth of the season and set an 
N FL record. Steve Ramsey threw for two 
touchdowns for the Broncos before leaving 
the game with a concussion. 


Raiders 18, Packers 14 
Ken Stabler three for three touchdowns 
gave the Raiders their sixth victory in 
seven games. Stablers’ scoring throws 
were 27 yards to Dave Casper, 88 to Cliff 
Branch and 10 to Fred Biletnikoff. Two 
conversion kicks by Oakland’s Fred Stein- 
fort were blocked by Fred Carr and Ray 
Guy missed the third attempt.

The 49ers’ defense held the Falcons to 
only 44 yards total offense and had eight 
quarterback sacks to pace San Francisco’s 
victory It was the third straight game in 
which the 49ers held their opponent 
without a touchdown. San Francisco 
scored on a one-yard run by Kermit 
Johnson, a pair of field goals by Steve 
MikeMayer and a safety.

New champ: 
James Hunt 


FUJI, Japan (UPI) — Bri­ 
tain’s top auto racer James 
Hunt became the new world 
champion Sunday although he 
finished third in this year’s 16th 
and final Formula 1 Grand Prix 
race. 
Veteran American racer 
Mario Andretti covered the 
rain-slicked Fuji International 
Speedway Circuit on the foot of 
Mt. Fuji, about 65 miles west of 
Tokyo, in one hour 43 minutes 
58.86 seconds to win the 73-lap 
Japan Grand Prix, the first 
such event held in Asia. 


Andretti, driving a Lotus, had 
an average speed of 183.615 
kilometers per hour. 
Defending champion Niki 
Lauda of Austria, his scars still 
visible from a near fatal injury 
he suffered in the Aug. 1 West 
German Grand Prix, dropped 
out of the race after two laps 
saying that “the course condi­ 
tion was too bad for me to con­ 
tinue." 
An estimated crowd of 72,000, 
which braved rain and fog, to 
watch what was billed as a vir­ 
tual duel between Hunt and 
Lauda were disappointed when 
the Austrian retired but stayed 
through the event to see Andret­ 
ti capture the event. 


French driver Patric Depaill- 
er driving a six-wheel Tyrrell 
placed second. 


“It’S not that impressive, 
considering I’ve won three out 
of 28,” he said. “But I can take 
heart in thinking that maybe 
this is the start of the next 
season.” 
Petty averaged 117.718 miles 
per hour in a race slowed 36 
laps by six caution flags. He led 
193 laps, including the final 69. 
Petty had to put his Dodge in 
the pits early in the race 
because of cut tires but came 
on strong midway through the 
492-lap race and finished one 
lap ahead of Lennie Pond. 
It was Petty’s eighth victory 
in 22 races at the North 
Carolina Motor Speedway, and 
his second of the season here. 
“When Dave Marcis had trou­ 
ble it was really a break for 
me,” Petty said. “He was the 
only one who had me a lap 
down.” 
Marcis took command early 
in the race and led 154 laps 
before a battery cable came 
loose after about 216 laps and he 
lost 11 laps on the leaders while 
repairs were made. 


Darrell Waltrip finished third 
and Bobby Allison was fourth, 
but they were two laps behind 
Petty. Cale Yarborough fin­ 
ished fifth, four laps back.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - A 
young sailing enthusiast who 
survived 28 days aboard a life 
raft in the Pacific after his 
yacht sank told the Coast Guard 
Sunday that two shipmates died 
from exposure and were buried 
at sea. 
Bruce CoUins, 23, who comp­ 
leted a sea survival course just 
before graduating from college 
in June, was picked up Sunday 
by the Coast Guard from a rub­ 
ber raft floating in the sea 780 
miles west of San Francisco. 
A report received by the 
Coast Guard headquarters from 
the sk ipper of the c u tte r 
Campbell said he was "healthy 
and in good sp irits." 
The 
Campbell was due in port Tues­ 
day. 
A late night medical bulletin 
from the Campbell said Collins 
was su fferin g from acu te 
malnutrition and dehydration 
but he was "mentally alert and 
knows where he is." It said he 
was being fed intravenously and 
being treated for body sores. 
The two who died aboard the 
raft were Jim Ahola, 25, and 
Camilla Arthur, 20, both of San 
Anselmo, Calif. The Coast 
Guard said Miss Arthur died on 
their 21st day aboard the raft 
and Ahola on the 19th day.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - 
The mistrial of the accused 
killer of reporter Don Bolles 
doesn’t affect the hotel-based 
"newsroom" of a nationwide 
group of investigative jour­ 
nalists. 
An 18-member task force of 
investigative reporters repre­ 
senting 15 news organizations is 
preparing a report on organized 
crime, land fraud and political 
corruption in Arizona. 
"W e’re not working on the 
Bolles case. We’re working on 
the total fabric," said Pullitzer 
P rize-w inning w rite r Bob 
G reen of N ew sday, Long 
Island.

Green, director of the task 
force of the Investigative 
Reporters and Editors Associa­ 
tion, said the mistrial in the 
case would not delay the 
group's report, which should be 
finished in three months. 
Bolles, a member of the as­ 
sociation, was fatally injured 
June 2 by a bomb explosion in 
his car The prize-winning jour­ 
nalist had gone to a hotel on a 
phoney tip. He lost both legs 
and an arm and died 11 days 
later.

Real hero of chili cook-off 
was iron worker's stomach 


ROSAMOND, Calif. (UPI) - The real hero of the World 
Championship Chili Cook-off was not the chef who whipped 
up the award winning recipe, a dish called "Indian’s 
revenge," but an iron worker with a cast iron stomach who 
actually ate the fiery chilies. 
In a preliminary to the championship cook-off, a contest 
was held at the Tropico Gold Mine to break the world record 
for eating chili peppers which stood at 14 until Don Horner 
bellied up to the table. 
The 42-year-old Homer, a massive man with a 54-inch 
chest from nearby Quartz Hills, began downing the chili pep­ 
pers two at a time until he reached his limit of 26. 
Another contestant, Ramon Lujan, passed out after eating 
seven peppers and was taken to a local hospital to have his 
stomach pumped out before returning to the competition to 
eat still more. 
" I’ve been eating a hot pepper every day with breakfast 
for the past 40 years," said Homer. "I knew it was going to 
be easy but I’m full, full, full. I couldn’t eat another one if I 
had to." 
The champion chili cook was Rufus Valdez, a full-blooded 
Ute from Gallup, N.M., representing the Indian nation whose 
concoction "Indian’s revenge” was a hands-down winner. 
"Custer had his chance, now I have mine,” he said. 


Second prize in the cook-off went to Jack Barber from 
Stokes Poges, England, the British Isles champ, and third 
prize was captured by Donna Williams of Merryville, Ariz., 
the Arizona State champ. 


"My chili is not too hot, just enough to make you feel 
good," said Valdez, who was presented a huge brass chili pot 
for his efforts. 
" It’s made of good cuts of meat, three good grades of chili 
— mild, medium and hot, and all fresh vegetables, including 
tomatoes, onions and oregono.” 


Continental Airline 
pilots list demands 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Continental Airlines pilots want 
fewer hours, less work and a 
$21,000-a-year pay 
increase 
before they’ll return to work. 
But company spokesmen say 
their demands "would surely 
bankrupt this airline.” 
Members of the Air Lines 
Pilots Association struck the 
nation's seventh largest air 
carrier at 12:01 a.m . PDT 
Saturday after negotiations 
broke down Friday in Washing­ 
ton. 
The pilots have been working 
without a contract since last 
November. No new negotia­ 
tions were scheduled. 
M ean w h ile, th e a irlin e 
shifted more than 21,000 pas- 


sengers and a million pounds of 
freight to other airlines as the 
pilots walked picket lines. A 
Continental spokesman said 
"no serious problems” were en­ 
countered in the rebooking 
procedures. 
Continental serves 31 cities in 
the S outhw est, W est and 
Midwest, including a network 
from California to Florida and 
Hawaii. 
It averages about 33 landings 
and takeoffs daily from Los 
Angeles International A ir­ 
port. 
Robert F. Six, chief executive 
of Continental said demands by 
the pilots were not only un­ 
reasonable but would force 
them into bankruptcy.

Mrs. CounciUe is a former 
teacher, has an 11-year-old 
daugther by m arriage to a 
F ayetteville physican th at 
ended in d iv o rce, and is 
engaged in a variety of pur­ 
suits. including a business in 
Palo Alto, Calif. 
Hayakawa camps 
following debate 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Sen. 
John V. Tunney, already poised 
with questions for his second 
televised confrontation with 
S I. Hayakawa, says advertis­ 
ing by his opponent has been 
"vicious" and he is ready to add 
"a little pepper to the omelet." 
" I think he sta rte d his 
negative advertising campaign 
too soon,” Tunney told repor­ 
ters. “They (advertisements) 
are pretty vicious and also 
basically untruthful." 
The Democratic incumbent 
campaigned Sunday in the Los 
Angeles area with Sen. Henry 
Jackson, D-Wash. 
Hayakawa set a leisurely 
campaign pace with one ap­ 
pearance at a Pebble Beach 
fund-raiser.Today, the 70-year- 
old semanticist was scheduled 
to tra v e l in a m o to rcad e 
through Ontario, Riverside, 
Redlands and Los Angeles. 
Tunney said he was particu­ 
larly irked at a campaign com­ 
m e rcial w hich show ed an 
empty seat in the Senate and 
said Tunney had a poor congres­ 
sional attendance record since 
the Democratic convention in 
July. 
"H e lifts out a six-week 
period and genera Uzes it for the 
whole six years, and that is un­ 
conscionable," Tunney said. 
During his first five years in 
office. Tunney had an 85 per 
cent attendance record, but it 
slipped to about 25 per cent 
while he was campaigning for 
re-election in the past year. 
Asked if he planned to alter 
his own advertising in the final 
week of the campaign, Tunney 
indicated his ads would be more 
critical of Hayakawa and said, 
"there’s going to be some pep­ 
per in the om elet." He declined 
to elaborate^ 
Tunney said he had made a 
mistake in spending most of his 
six-year term in Washington, 
instead of "politicking in the 
state.” 
"I perceive my responsibilies 
to be in Washington working on 
legislation,” he said, noting 
that the most powerful Senate 
members seldom visit their 
home districts. 
"In California, it’s clear that 
they don’t elect you just to be in 
Washington working on legisla­ 
tion ... they want to see you 
back home a lot more, they 
want to touch you. to have that 
chemistry operating 


"And. inasmuch as I don’t 
think I am stupid, I will learn 
my lesson ” 
Tunney, obviously pleased 
with his first confrontation with 
Hayakawa Saturday night, said 
he planned to press his oppo­ 
nent "on his statements that he 
doesn't want tax cuts for cor­ 
porations. he just wants incen­ 
tives for them .” 
Indicating such incentives 
might have to come in the form 
of tax breaks, he said such a 
statement "bespeaks a woeful 
ignorance of just the most basic 
economic issues." 
Tunney said he also wanted to 
probe the former university 
president on his child labor law 
statements. Hayakawa has as­ 
serted that easing child labor 
and minimum wage laws for 
minors would increase the 
number of available jobs and 
reduce teen-age crime 
Tunney said the most impor­ 
tant provisions of child labor 
laws prevent young persons un­ 
d er 18 fro m w orking a t 
dangerous jobs "Is he really 
saying that he wants young­ 
sters working at hazardous 
employment? He doesn’t make 
any sense.” 
Earlier in the day, Tunney 
and Jackson addressed a rally 
of about 250 persons, in Los 
Angeles' Fairfax district, an 
old Jewish community. 
As Jackson introduced Tun­ 
ney from a flatbed truck, he in­ 
advertently said: " I’m running 
to re-elect John Kennedy." The 
Washington Democrat quickly 
caught his mistake and said, 
"When I see John Tunney I 
think of John Kennedy.” 
When Tunney came to the 
microphone he said, " It’s all 
right that you got confused in­ 
troducing me. I spent an hour 
last night debating a guy that's 
confused on the issues, very 
confused ’ 


tion: 
Economy — Hayakawa chal­ 
lenged Tunney’s proposal for a 
$15 billion tax cut. " I’m not 
enough of a politician yet to 
promise a tax cut when I think 
it would be in flatio n ary ," 
Hayakawa said. "I think we 
have to see definite evidence of 
a turnaround (in the economy) 
before we propose a tax cut.” 
Tunney defended his plan as 
"absolutely essential” to boost 
a sagging economy, caused by 
what he termed "Nixon-Ford 
economics.” 


Angola — Hayakawa said he 
was "horrified" by a resolution 
authored by Tunney which cut 
off secret U.S. aid to anti- 
Communist forces in Angola. 
‘‘It certainly gave the Commu­ 
nists a green light to go ahead 
and take over wherever they 
want in Africa," he said. Tun­ 
ney said th at w ithout his 
m easure the United States 
could well be at war in Africa. 
Foreign policy — Tunney said 
the United States should be 
ready to send troops to aid 
allies, but should not get in­ 
volved in Southeast Asian or 
African conflicts. 
Hayakawa 
said. "We should never publicly 
declare we won’t send troops to 
any country It’s like revealing 
all your cards in a poker 
game " 


25 die 
in N.Y. 
fire 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Some­ 
one cried fire. M errim ent 
turned to panic and 25 persons 
died in the most lethal building 
fire in New York City in 18 
years. 
Fire officials said there was a 
"high probability” the blaze at 
the Puerto Rico Social Club 
early Sunday was the work of 
an arsonist. 
A patron standing near the 
door of the second floor club 
saw flames on the staircase and 
shouted a warning to several 
couples on a dance floor. 
The blazing stairs being the 
only exit, party-goers leaped 
from the windows. The fire 
swept through the 20-by-50-foot 
hall in seconds. 
Firemen quenched the blaze 
in 25 m inutes and officials 
rem oved the bodies of 15 
women and 10 men. All died of 
smoke inhalation. About 16 
other patrons suffered burns 
and fractures. 
Detectives launched a search 
for a man believed to have 
thrown a firebomb into the club 
shortly after he was ejected 
because of an argument he had 
with a woman. 
The m an reportedly was 
heard to say as he was dragged 
out, "There won’t be no more 
arguments here.” 
Fire Commissioner John T. 
O’Hagan said there was a "high 
probability” the fire was the 
resu lt of arson. W itnesses 
reported seeing an object 
thrown into the doorway of the 
building just before the blaze. 


Tax forms 
easier 
to read 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In­ 
come tax forms for workers 
without itemized deductions 
will be easier to read for the 
1976 taxable year but harder to 
fill out, according to Commis­ 
sioner Donald Alexander of the 
Internal Revenue Service. 
Alexander said the print on 
the 1040A "short” form will be 
larger and easier to read. But 
changes in the law will require 
taxpayers to make more com­ 
p u ta tio n s and to choose 
between two potential means of 
applying the $35 tax credit. 
T axpayers w ill take the 
larger computation of $35 mul­ 
tiplied by the number of exemp­ 
tions except for the blindness- 
age provisions, or 2 per cent of 
taxable income. Regardless of 
the m ethod, the m axim um 
credit is $180 per family or $90 
for m arried persons filing 
separately. 
Taxpayers will compute their 
standard deduction and taxable 
income, then determine the tax 
owed from a single table in the 
instruction booklet. There were 
multiple tables for the 1975 fil­ 
ing year. 
A lexanders's rem arks on 
taxes were culled from formal 
statem ents and conversations 
with reporters in recent days. 
Alexander said IRS expects 
to mail 36 million "sh o rt" 
forms to taxpayers by Jan. 7, 
about 10 days later than the 1975 
forms were mailed. 
The standard 1040, or "long" 
form, has not been completed, 
Alexander said. But he said IRS 
will be ready to mail these 
form s by the first week in 
January to about 45 million tax­ 
payers 
In other income tax develop­ 
ments. Alexander said: 
— Treatment of income from 
investment annuity accounts 
and similar contracts with life 
insurance companies is being 
reviewed. Earnings on income 
in such accounts m ay be 
treated as "regular” income to 
taxpayers. 
— Retirement contribution 
plans may be limited in the 
amount of "cost-of-living” es­ 
calator increases. 
— Requests for rulings and 
determinations will be open for 
public inspection, although per­ 
sonal information that would 
identify a particular taxpayer 
will be deleted. 
— Accountants and other tax 
preparers will be held responsi­ 
ble. and in some cases fined, if 
a taxpayer files a return that 
understates the tax due

He is 
always rethinking those propositions the 
ideologues cultivate about the time their 
skin clears, and never again bother to 
test against experience. 
That is how 
Patrick Moynihan became an exciting 
teacher and writer. The concessions he 
has made, in his race for the Senate, are 
dismaying. Take his current speeches, 
homogenize them, and bless us if he does 
not sound like Eleanor Roosevelt. That’s 
an awful way to go, and the Senate really 
isn’t worth it. 
Here, ’drastically truncated, is what 
Moynihan and Senator Jam es Buckley 
are saying: 
Moynihan 
Buckley is a reactionary, 
frightened by FDR as a child 
Buckley. It isn't reactionary to take 
stock of what is happening to this 
country under the dispensation of the 
doctrine the federal government should 
handle all our problems 
Moynihan 
I believe that the federal 
government should work for us, not 
against us 
Buckley. So do I. And a government 
works much better for the people in 
many situations by staying out of their 
way rather than interfering actively in 


their lives. There is a role for govern­ 
ment, but the statist’s presumption in 
favor of government ends us up busing 
children to alien schools, telling old peo­ 
ple how many days they can spend with 
their children, and instructing half the 
population that they can look forward to 
spending half their time working for the 
government.

ion. 
Actually, all of it is really there, in 
these words 
Jam es Buckley is an 
ideologist only in the sense that Thomas 
Jefferson was! “The country can only do 
something for the people in proportion as 
it can do something to the people ” ). He 
is suspicious of government only as John 
Adams cautioned us to be (“The state 
will turn every contingency into an ex­ 
cuse for enhancing power in itself.” ). 
He is a liberal not in the recent 
mechanical tradition of Moynihan but in 
the m ore v en erab le tra d itio n of 
Woodrow Wilson ( ‘‘The history of 
liberalism is the history of man’s efforts 
to restrain government.” ). 
It was the independent-mindedness of 
Jam es Buckley that brought him to call 
for the resignation of President Nixon 
when it had become clear that his con­ 
tinuation m office damaged the country. 
For this. Senator Buckley suffered every 
bit as much as Mr Moynihan for using 
the phrase “ benign neglect." 
Senator 
Buckley is rated, even by those who dis­ 
approve of some of his policies, as an 
outstanding member of the Senate. Jack 
Anderson rates him among the top ten 
senators. 
The voters of New York have the op­ 
portunity on election day to accomplish 


two highly desirable things.

maintain an independent conservative of

makers are also wont to throw in letters 
from constituents that appeal to them, 
editorials (the Record has had editorials 
printed in the Congressional Record) and 
just about anything they please 
All of 
this is presented as if they had actually 
been read on the floor of Congress to an 
attentive audience of their colleagues. 
T h at's bad enough. 
But even 
Washington was shocked the other day 
when it was revealed that a Senate ap­ 
p r o p r ia tio n s 
s u b c o m m itte e 
had 
published the record, complete with 
welcoming remarks and chit-chat by 
senators, of 12 days of hearings which 
were never held 
The Congressional Record shouldn't be 
fictionalized 
Second, take the case of Congressman 
Larry Pressler. 
Pressler recently had 
an engineer look over his office in the 
Longworth Building with an eye for pos­ 
sible violations of the Occupational 
Safety and Health Act (OSHA). So many 
violations were found — incorrect wall 
outlets for electricity , protruding 
carpets, passageways too narrow, etc. — 
that Pressler would be subject to sub­ 
stantial fines — if he were not a congres­ 
sman

ception from OSHA. 
"Members of Congress should realize 
the full impact of the laws they pass,” 
says Pressler. “ 1 suggest that in order 
for Congress to be responsible to the 
needs of the people, it must make laws 
that apply to everyone, including 
themselves ”
